good, within this kingdome by water 02 land, aſwell within liberties as without, and there to try and ſearch by all 
wayes andmeanes,foz all ſuch counterfeyt tokens oz engines made fox the making ofthe ſaid counterfeyt farthing 
tokens,as ſhall be bꝛought in from the parts beyond the Seag,laid on land,oz found to be made within any ot his 
Maieſttes Realmes oz domintons,contrary to the true intent and purpozt of his Mateſties ſaidroyallcommand, 
And finding any ſuch Tokens oꝛ indxumentg to atreſt, ſeiſe, carry away, and deteyne the ſame,as fozfeytedvntohis 
Mateſty . And laſtiy, theſe are ſtraightiy to charge and command all and ſingular Mayeꝛs, Juſticęs of the peace, 
Sheriffs, Bapliſts. Conſtables, Htabboꝛoughs, Comptrollers, Cuſiomerg, Starcherg, apters, and all other his 
Maieſttes officers and mintſterg to whom it ſhall oz may appertaine, to doe their vttermoſt endeuours,foz the diſco- 
uery and ſearching out of all offences and offendozs againſt his Maieſties ſaid royall commandement, and foz the
